Alberta History 


(By F. W. GERSHAIW) 

The venture of grazing catt!c on 
the prairies of Southern Alberta start- 
ed in 1880 by a few enterprising cat- 
tlemen bringing in herds from Man- 
tava. These cattle were turned 
Joose to rustle a living the year round 
without any provision for their food 
of shelter, beyond what nature af- 
forded, This area had been the graz- 
ing ground of countl:ss herds of 
buffalo in bygone days and the 
chinook winds made it possible for 
euch animals to winter well, usually. 

The Oxley Ranch was founded in 
1882, As the C.P.R, had not been 
constructed through the west, the 
manager, Mr. Craig, travelled over 
the U.S.A. roads to Silver Bow, Mon- 
tana and then by mail coach and 
four-horse wagon to Willow Creek, 
the ranch headquarters. After many 
thrilling experiences with wild, law- 
jess men and with the elements, by 
January ist 1883 he had purchased 
and gathered 3,500 head of cattle on 
the ranch. At this time there was 
prohibition on the Canadian side and 
there was less of the objectionable

The life of the cowboys of the time 
seemed to conform to about one 
standard, Tiiey would work desper- 
ately and dangerously, enduring all 
sorts of hardships for months, Then 
being lonesome, they would get into 
a town, have a few drinks, sit in on 
a poker game and be stony broke in 
a few days. Many kept up this way 
of life year after year. Others spent 
their hard‘ earned wages of $40 a 
month for equipment-espurs $15, sad- 
dle $85, lariet $15 and a sombrero 
with heavy silver cord, silk band etc., 
for $85, and $50 for a belt, 

In 1884 it was thought that 4000 
more cattle should be bought for the 
Oxley Ranch as the profits would be 
much greater in proportion with 8000 
head than with the number then on 
the range. Although the directors in- 
cluded the Earl of Lathom, a countess 
and Mr. Stavely Hill of London, yet 
the additiona] cattle were purchased 
on credit. The payments were not 
made on time and one director, Frank 
Farmer left his home in Montana to 
come * 
money, when he was overtaken by a 
snowstorm and perished. This caused 
great indignation against the com- 
pany. 

As Mr. Craig records the history, 
there was constant quarreling and bad

ada and the titled people in England 
who were the directors of the com- 
pany. Debts were not paid promptly, 
wages were not forthcomng and much 
Money was spent on court cases and 
interest rates which were 1 percent 
per month compounded monthy.

tertainment and recreation, $24.8 
million; for train, steamship, motor 
coach and plane fares, $18.9 million;

things, $8.1 million.

Seeding Forage Crops 
Today, with forage cro| seed 
prices at unusually high levels, care 
in ing grass and legume crops 
is of the greatest importance. Mr. 
J. E. Birdsall, Supervisor, Crop 
Improvement Service, Alberta De- 
rtment of Agriculture, has recent- 
listed a few important rules 
whinh, if followed, will avoid failure 
in securing satisfactory, stands of 
forage crops. These are as follows: 
Seed Quality. Use only high 
quality “graded” seed of proved 
germination, The seed you sow 
should be pure as to variety and 
free from o! lipletatie: weed seeds. 
Tf at all possible ibe dips Registered 
and Certified seed, seed of this 
quality is not available use good 
traded No, 1 Commercial seed. 
Don’t buy “ungraded” seed 
Soil Conditions Iisportant. Moist 
soil is essential. If the soil is dry do 
not sow your grass and legume 
seeds. According to Mr. Birdsall, at- 
temptifig to reach moisture through 
“deep seeding” or “taking a chance 
on rain occurring within a few days” 
are good waned of wasting expensive 


Lorna cro Sp eed 
rm seed bed is ‘absolutely 
BES for good germination of 
forage crop seeds, and no factor is 
more important than shallow seed- 
ing. Legume and small grass seeds 
should not be seeded more than one- 
half inch deep and larger grass 
seeds, such as Brome, not more than 
one inch deep. 

Nurse apeteep In dry areas a nurse 
(companion) crop should not be 
seeded with forage crops. Where 
soil moisture conditions are favor- 
able a nurse crop may be used pro- 
viding it is chosen with care and 
seeded at a light rate. An early 
maturing variety of barley such as 
Olli, seeded at not more than one 
bushel per acre, will prove highly 

. satisfactory for this purpose. 

Seed Inoculation. All legume seed 
should be inoculated. Present day 
seed inoculants are cheap and easy 
to apply. However, be sure and 
buy an inoculant that has been pre- 
pared for use in 1950. Check the 
date on the container.

THE STUDY OF GEOGRAPHY is no longer concerned only with the 
physica] features of a country, its imports and exports, and other facts 
which were formerly associated with that subject. It has now broadened 
Out to become a study of the various factors which govern the environ- 
ment of a country and as such it has provided a new approach to many 
problems. A great many interesting facts about Canada have been 
brought out in connection with the effects of climate and of the features 
of the land upon the people and the economic future of the country. Dr, 
Griffith Taylor, professor of geography at the University of Toronto is of 
the opinion that nature largely decides the economic program of any coun- 
try before it is inhabited and that in developing new land, many should 
follow the course indicated by the natural features of the area, 

. s ° Le 
In this connection there have been some interesting 
Shows Areas facts given regarding agriculture in Canada. In 
agriculture, Dr, Taylor has pointed out, the great 
For Farming governing factor is the July temperature. Places in 
which the average temperature in July is not less than 57 degrees are suit- 
able for farming. In Canada, the boundary marking the line for the area 
in which that is the lowest average temperature in July, runs through the 
Northern point of Newfoundland, north of the Maritime Provinces, through 
Northern Quebec and Ontario, around the lower edge of James Bay, across 
Northern Manitoba and Saskatchewan and up the Mackenzie River valley 
to the Arctic Circle. This does not mean that all the land within that 
area is suitable for agriculture, Much of it is covered with timber or is 
taken up with the rich metallic shield which covers a large part of North- 
ern Quebec, Ontario, Saskatchewan and Manitoba.

There are, however, the rich lands in the Peace River 
Still Much area in Alberta and British Columbia, and the possi- 
bilities for agriculture along the Mackenzie River 
Arable Land valley. There is also still a large area suitable for 
farming in the Liard River avea in Northern British Columbia and around 
Prince George in the central part of that province, In pointing out the 
possibilities for farming in Northern districts, experts in geography cite 
the example of similarly situated areas in Russia, where with the use of 
special seed, successful crops are grown in some regions where there are 
less than ninety frostless days in the year. It appears that there is still 
a considerable amount of land which can be brought under cultivation in 
Canada when there is need for it, and the study of geography is of inter- 
est and importance in the contemplation of this, and other future devel- 
opments. here,

The discovery well, N. J. Ellis No. 
4, produced oil at a rate of 3,400 bar- 
rels a day from the D2 zone, and 
1,800 from the D3. Production is 
being taken only from the D2 zone. 

At follow-up wells clustered within 
a quarter-mile radius, oil flow from 
the D3 zone has been as high as 
2,000 barrels and from D2 1,800, An 
experiment now is being made with 
the company’s fifth well to take pro- 
duction from both zones, 

Three miles north of the Gulf proj- 
ects, British Empire Oil Development 
limited, an independent Calgary com- 
pany, got 800 barrels a day from the

WINNIPEG.—Experiments to de- 
termine how carefully controlled 
farm methods can improve grain 
yields, conducted at the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Morden, Mani- 
toba, have demonstrated that produc-

The project could feasibly irrigate
